BOSCAWEN TOWN SCHOOL DISTRICT. 


How truly has it been said that ‘‘ The teacher makes the 
school.”” We most heartily agree, yet many things must work 
in harmony to produce that which we all desire, viz., the best 
school. In common with many other towns, there has been great 
difficulty in securing teachers, all evidently preferring the higher 
salary ot a graded school, or the advantages of larger villages. 
Whenever possible, with the means allowed, a teacher of expe- 
rience has been chosen, and both the quality of the work de- 
manded by them and the advance of the pupils, show that the 
choice was well made. When circumstances forced the accept- 
ance of a beginner, or a worker of little experience, we chose the 
one who in our judgment seemed best fitted for the position. 

During the year we have maintained five schools, one of which 
has been in session only one term. In these schools there have 
been employed eleven teachers. 

In North Boscawen there were seven children of school age, 
and their parents earnestly desired a school, and the school board 
granted the request. ‘Though the school was in session eleven 
weeks, and in charge of a suitable teacher, yet the majority of 
the pupils were not constant in attendance, one boy being present 
only seven days. After a few weeks, having been warned that 
they would be compelled to attend, three of the pupils were taken 
from the school, and sent to an adjoining town, so the school was 
discontinued at the close of the term. 

Would it not be well for parents and others to inform them- 
selves carefully and impartially in regard to the standard of the 
school before making unwise and perhaps unjust criticism of the 
teacher and her methods. 

The damage to the High street schoolhouse, mentioned in last 
year’s report, has been remedied. The Gulf schoolroom, which 
has long needed repairs, has been thoroughly remodeled. New 
floors, ceiling, seats, blackboards, and a closet have been put in, 
thus making this one of the most convenient as well as prettiest 


schoolrooms we have.
